HOLD CONFERENCE AT CAPITAL 


Pledge Their Ald In Getting Money 
From 
the 
General 
Assembly 
to 
Finance the Proposed Survey— Will 
Make Effort to Reduce Phone Rates 
or at Least Keep Them at Present 
Lovet-*-Many Cities Represented. 


Columbus, Dec. 16.—Law directors 
of Ohio cities pledged their aid In get­ 
ting money from the next legislature 
to finance a statewide survey of the 
Ohio Bell Telephone company in an 
•effort to reduce telephone rates, or 
at least keep them at their present 
level. 
This action came at a conference 
between the city law directors and 
members of the public utilities com­ 
m ission, at which the procedure of 
the statewide 
investigation 
ordered 
by the commission was discussed. At­ 
torneys for the Ohio Bell company 
were present by courtesy. 
W. 8. McConnaughey, special coun­ 
sel for the city of Dayton, said the 
statewide method is tho first scien­ 
tific step taken toward fixing 
tele­ 
phone rates in Ohio on a basis which 
goes to the foundation of the ques­ 
tion. 
“The cities of Ohio are more than 
willing to go the whole way with the 
commission in settling this question 
and will do what they can with the 
legislature to get financial aid,'* J. E. 
Kinnison said on behalf of Canton, 
for which he is special counsel. 
J. J. 
Boyle of Hubbard said he would like 
to see an actual valuation of the tele­ 
phone property and such figures as 
A starting point. 
Karl Burr, counsel for 
the 
tele­ 
phone company, expressed 
the wil 
lingness of the company to co-operate 
with the state in checking the inven 
tory, which has been filed by the com 
T>any. 
This 
inventory contains 
no 
valuations. 
The state must check the 
Inventory and get up a tentative val­ 
uation for rate-making purposes. 
The conference adjourned to meet 
again Jan. 19-20, at which time the 
Ohio Bell statewide inventory will be 
taken up and some testimony intro­ 
duced. 
In the meantime, the

solicitors will map out a plan of ac­ 
tion.
